(HE FOREIGN TRADE OF CHINA 
IN 1887. as 


_—_— 


‘The following is the raport, by Mr. B. Mekean, 


. The first important fact connected with the 
“Foreign Customs in 1897 was what I may call 2 
final act in tho direct fnlfilmant of the Chefoo 
Convention of 1876, namely, the introduction, 
on the Ist February, of the system of colleotin; 
the Duty and Likin on Opium: simultanoously, aa 
the right-conferred on Opiam of entering bond. 
Following this new modo of dealing with 
Opinm, and ss a result of arrangements the 
origin of which can also: be traced baok to the 
stipulations of-thé Chefoo Convention, two now 
offices of the: Foreign Customs wore opened: 
on the 2nd April at Kowloon and Lappa, to 
have aupervision over the Revenue accruipe to 
Chins out of the commerce carried on in junks 
between Hongkong and Macao respectively, and 
the mainland of China. The Custom Honses 
which had hitherto supervised: this junk trade 
both with Treaty and non-Troaty ports had 
formed part of the Native Customs administra- 


dion of the Kwangtung province. -While these 
two now offides wore oponed of’ the 2nd April, 
they did not take over: the entire suporvision of 
this branch of Revenue until the Ist July. 
‘Associated with the establislanent of the 
office of Customs at Kowloon, and as purt’ of 
the international arrangement .under which it 
was ostablished, there came into force in Hong- 
kong, on tha Ist June, a new Ordinance, placing 
tha Opiuta trade within the Colony under special 
reguletions, Thoso regulations contained A sim- 
ple and yet most efficient. rule, prohibiting the 
unanthorisad possession of Raw Opinm in smaller 
uantities than wholé chests, and atthe somo time 
they eafe-guaried the retailers’ interests and‘en- 
abled them to onrry on their Tegitimate retail 
business as before, subject to certain guaranteed 
conditions of roconding.and aecounting for Raw

Magistrate naturally wanted to know how it 
was that he was again ot liberty to pursue 
his thieving earecr. wheu he- ought to beve 
been safe’ under the charge of the Christian 
Brothers who conduct the Keformatary, The 
reply of the young criminal wae that he bad’ 
been turned out because he was “too 
bad” to be kept in the institution, that other 
boya bad been treated in o similar way, and 
he also stated that escapes were frequent. 
The, statement about the turniig. out was 
probably an invention of the boy’s, the truth 
no doubt being. that be bad escaped. It is’ 
a fact, we believe, that escapas are not infre- 
~ quent, there being no. sufficient wall around 
the grounds to prevent them. The cost.of a
